From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

Rabbi  Ezekial  Landau  was 

born  in  Poland  in  1713.  In 
1755,  he  was  appointed  the 
Rabbi  of  Prague,  which  was 
then  under  the  rule  of 
Austria. 

While  he  was  strict  in  ritual  matters, 
often  for  the  sake  of  peace  he  sanctioned 

certain  things,  of  which 
he  did  not  approve. 

His  most  famous 
published  work  was 
the  Noda  di-Yehudah,  a 
book  of  responsa, 
which  is  greatly 
acclaimed  until  today. 
As  a  person  who  was 
broad-minded,  he  was  not  opposed  to 
secular  knowledge  and  wrote  an  interesting 
piece  regarding  learning  foreign  languages: 

“...I  also  find  the  study  of  foreign 
languages  very  praiseworthy.  Our 
government  deserves  much  praise  for 
instituting  the  study  (of  German)  among  our 
youth.  We  already  find  in  the  holy  writings 
that  the  prophet  rebuked  us  for  not  being 
proficient  in  foreign  languages.  And  do  not 
for  a  moment  think  that  you  know  how  to 
speak  German  properly,  because  you  are  not 
knowledgeable  enough  in  nuances  of 
language  and  its  grammatical  structure.” 

Rabbi  Landau  then  quotes  Rambam  and 
the  prophet  Nechamia  to  bolster  his 
position:  “He  who  possesses  the  fear  of  G-d 
looks  ahead  and  he  will  grasp  both  this 
(Torah)  and  that  (secular).  The  Torah  is,  of 
course,  the  most  important,  but  it  is  also 
important  to  be  knowledgeable  in  the 
proper  study  and  use  of  our  language.  This 
is  the  correct  way,  which  will  bring  one  to 
the  proper  and  good  path.  All  Torah  without 
work  is  null  and  void.  Especially  since  our 
main  source  of  livelihood  is  masa  umatan 
(dealings  with  the  gentile  world)  and, 
therefore,  knowledge  of  the  secular  language 
is  essential.  We  also  see  that  Sanhedrin,  who 
were  the  pillars  of  our  people,  were  required 
to  know  the  languages  of  the  nations.” 


In  today's  world  we  hear  Orthodox 
Yeshivah  students  speaking  a  language 
quaintly  called  "Yeshivish"— a  mixture  of 
bad  English,  mispronounced  Hebrew  with 
poor  Yiddish  that  no  normal  speaker  of  any 


of  these  languages  could  possibly  under¬ 
stand.  One  wishes  they  would  hear  the 
words  of  that  18th  century  Rabbi.

understand  this  crime  against 
humanity.  The  film  details  how  the 
experience  transformed  the  students 
and  their  community.

Early  Childhood  Center 

Applications  for  2006-2007 
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<ember  families  who  would 
like  to  apply  to  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Early 
Childhood  Center  for  the 
2006-07  school  year  are  asked 
to  call  the  school  and  request 
an  application  form  between  May  1  and 
June  30,  2005  (after  June  30  the  school  will 
be  closed  until  mid-August). 

All  children  who  were  bom  before  April 
1 ,  2004  are  eligible  for  school  in  September 
2006.  The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Early 
Childhood  Center  adheres  stricdy  to  its  cut¬ 
off  dates.  Families  who  have  been  active 
longtime  members  of  the  synagogue  are 
given  special  consideration.  However, 
because  of  limitations  on  class  size  and  the 
need  to  balance  groups  in  a  variety  of  ways, 
membership  does  not  guarantee  acceptance. 

There  is  an  application  fee  of  $40  per 
child.  The  application  process  includes  a 


visit  and  tour  of  the  school  by  one  or  both 
parents  and  a  separate  visit  with  the  child. 

For  the  September  2005  school  year 
there  were  approximately  50  openings.  It 
will  be  very  helpful  to  have  some  idea  prior 
to  September  how  many  eligible  member 
families  are  interested  in  a  place  for  the 
2006-07  school  term.  This  will  enable  us  to 
determine  how  many  applications  from 
new  members  or  non-members  we  will  be 
able  to  accept.  Thank  you  for  your 
cooperation.
